If ‘superfictally.the Viennese lead 
to-day as care-free a life aa over, 
it Is largely because they feel them- 
selves in the position of primitive 
inhabitants of some volcanic — is-, 
land,’ Above thelr heads: they see 
the angrily-smoking financial cra- 
ter, benenth their fect they detect 
ominous tremors of the economic 
crust, writes G. E.R. Gedye in the 
“Malay Mail", 

They see no way of escape. The 
masses try to forget the warnings 
from above and below, while the 
more serious wonder anxiously how 
long disnater will be delayed. 

The inefficiency of Austria's cur- 
reney regulations [s admitted by 
the Chaneellor, -Dr. Buresch, who 
in his reeent appeal to the four 
Great Powers ‘(Great Britain, 
France, Germany, and Italy) fore- 
cast the launching of yet another— 
restrictions of imports. -He urged 
‘these Powers not te punish Aus- 
trin by reprisnis for the breach of 
her trade treaties which such re- 
striclions would involve, 

Delails have not yet been settled, 
but clearly the maleficent currency 
restrictidns will not be dropped, 
only modified. Note hoarding and 
lsilver hoarding has set in, and the 
note vover ix now well below the 
fixed minimum of 24 per cent: 
| Hoarding of foreign currencies goes 
on whenever these can be obtained, 
in defiance of the Government. 

“tT have done just one hour’s 
work today,” an Englishman who 
importa goods from England told 
me the other afternoon, “I have 
had to dismiss half my capable 
stalt, but with a post to-day con- 
stating: of just two circulars, I find 
myself still seriously oversataifed.” 

Strangled Trade.. 

One ‘importing concern ufter an- 
other is closing down, and English 
fextile manufactur®&s must be now 
be feeling severely the reaction 
from the poliey of draining Aus- 
tria of foreign exchange in order 
to keep up interest pnyments on 
foreign, loans, regardless df the 
disnster caused. to the half- 
strangled trade of the country. 

Incidentally, the currency regula- 
tions have created .a host of new 
crimes and eriminals, here and in 
Hungary. ‘Their number will of 
course, be doubled or trebled by 
the import restrictions and — the 
prohibition of luxury goods. 

The newspapers, to ‘take a cur- 
rent example, publish the horrid 
story of a modern Budapest AU 
Baba, who has been arrested be- 
cause the police discovered dollars, 
and French and Swiss francs, 
amounting to £4,000, hidden under 
coul in his cellar. It is not sug- 
gested that the money was not his 
own. property, legally  acquired— 
perhups by the sale of goods, per- 
haps required to pay British or 
other exporters for"yoods received. 
The crime was that he tried to keep 
what was his own¥rather than sur- 
render it to the financial inguisi- 
tion. 

The irewant proposal to streng- 
then Australia’s already top-heavy 
bureaucracy by reviving the tyran- 
nous and ignorant “import licence 
departments” of the, war and of the 
post-war inflation pertod, fills every 
trader with dismay. 

Many munufacturers - also are 
alarmed, realising that as exports 
are ultimately paid for by imports, 
this spells for them as for the im- 
porter the ‘beginning of the end. 
Australia’s adverse balance of 
trade is now 88 million schillinge. 

Drastic Saving 


Two homely examples ‘of — Aus- 
trin's poverty, quoted from Vienna 
newspapers, are illuminating: 

“The introduction of the timing 
system of payment for telephones 
has resulted {n such economy by 
the public that telephone receipts 
this month fell by more than 10 
per cent. 
to practise economy in this way 
and docs not use the telephone more 
gencrously, the postal authorities 
plan in June to raise the charges 
retrospectively to recover the loss.” 

Even more significant is tho 
second example of aconomy by the 
humblest. Es

The Bureaucratic Grip. 

Tn the work-n-day world decay is 
spreading steadily. The country is 
burdened with a hhge bureaucracy 
which bleeds the State visibly in 
salaries (small though these are 
in all but the highest categories), 
and, still more dangerous, because 
more subtly, in such perquisites ag 
free or much reduced tickets for 
railways, theatres, and’ steamships, 
cheap schooling, and ‘short hours, 
with little to do during them owing 
to overstafing. 

The ‘poverty in the Provinces is 
such that many local mayors have 
supported refusals to pay taxes, and 
tissaulta on bailiffs to which the 
Government has yielded by autho- 
rising a widespread postponement 
of the collection of taxes from the 
peasantry, No politician has any 
constructive remedica, 

France forbids the ‘experiment 
which Australia desires to try of 
union with © Germany, The 
“Danube Federation” remains na 
dream owing to the politicnl and 
economic rivalries of the various 
Danubian States. The world is 
occupied with bigger issues, and hag 
no time for the little States of 
Central Europe.”

T. ‘Drummond - Shiels! formerly 
Under-Secretary: for the Colonles, 
when speaking at the Universities 
Congress which ended at Oxford. 
The Chairman (Professor Alfred 
Zimmern) said that {t was surpris- 
ing that In recent discussions so 
little had been said of our Colonial 
problems, The relationship be- 
tween ‘the non - self - governing 
Colonics of the various Powers and 
the colonising powers themselves 
had been very much left out of 
account, but it waa tremendously 
Important. It affected the Far 
Eastern crisia at the present time, 
because ff Japan was to Bupport 
a growing population on her own 
territory she must have free access 
to raw materials, many of which 


iwere on British and French terri- 


tory. People had almost forgotten 
to-day that Mr. Joseph Chamber- 
lain was a very strong advocate of 
the open door, and Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain was far more reac- 
tionary than his father was In his 
Crown Colony pollcy, 


Our Responsibility, 


Dr. Drummond Shiels said that 
in the Colonial Empire we had be- 
tween 60,000,000 and 60,000,000 
people scattered throughout the 
world, for the_welfare of whom 
every citizen in this country 
directly responsible. -. That 
not generally realised. 
numbera of intelligent people in 
this country could not tell the 
names of the Colonics, nor how 
many there were, That sort of 
thing. hurt tha self-respect and

places, They were intensoly proud 
of their association with the 
Mother Country, and did not un- 
derstand the Indifference with 


with them. Some of the most im- 
portant Colonial problema were 
economic. .The. Colonies were all 
suffering from the present depres- 
sion, Nobody knew what suffer- 
ings had been endured in the 
Colonies, und not among the na- 
tives only. Hundreds of Civil Ser- 
vants had been prematurely pen- 
sioned off, involving a large num- 
ber of very hard cases. No doubt 
the economic relations between tho 
Mother Country and the Colonies 
would be considered at the Ottawa 
Conference. France had a close 
Customs union and something of 
the same kind might be consider- 
ed at Ottawa. ‘But there were cer- 
tain difficulties because most of

TRADE CONDITIONS 
IN CANADA. 


Seasonal Revival in 
Industries, 


RAINS NEEDED. 


. Ottawa, 

EEDING for the Spring crop 

has commenced in a number 
of parts of the Prairio Provinces 
of Canada and, generally spoak- 
ing, under satisfactory conditivns, 
the question of adequate moisture, 
so far as the present outlook ts 
concerned, being confined to the 
south-central agricultural areas, 
Spring rains are necded beforo all 
anxicty ia removed from the minda 
of farmers in southern Saskatche- 
wan, where drought has taken such 
® serious toll of crops the past 
three years. - 

The latest report by. the Govern- 
ment Bureau of Statistics states 
that agricultural prospects all over 
Canada at the opening of the seed- 
ing scason, are better than Inst 
Spring. <A. favourable feature of 
the wheat situation in Canada is 
that the carry-over at the end of 
the present crop year is estimat- 
ed at approximately 103,000,000 
bushels, the smallest carry-over 
since 1928 und 30,000,000 bushels 
below that for 1931." Nows of a 
amaller yield from the Winter 
in the United States 
was a bullish factor in trading on 
the Winnipeg Grain Exchange. 

Navigation has reopened on the 
St. Lawrenco river and canals and 
the Great Lakes and, with ship- 
ping again active, a number of the 
men idle during the Winter will 
obtain regular employment. 

After some weeks of almost per- 
sistent liquidation, the Canadian 
stock exchange have developed re- 
sistence. The renewed display of 
strength is taken by financial cir- 
cles. as foreshadowing a favour- 
able swing. * 

Although less marked than in 
pome previous years, a seasonal 
revival is noticeable in some manu- 
facturing industries. Steel, motor 
car and sundry products show a 
slight improvement, and the foot- 
wear. and textile factories are 
quite busy. : 

United States investments in 
Canada increased by $26,000,000 in 
1931, the total at the end of the 
year being $2,705,000,000. Cana- 
dian Investors hold 74 per cent. of 
Canadian mining stocks, represent- 
ing an invested value of $571,000,- 
000. : 

According to an estimate of the 
Governmont Statistical Bureau, 
tourlsts spent $250,000,000 in 
Canada last year, representing in- 
visible exports comparable in value 
to Canada’s two great export in- 
dustries, wheat and newsprint. |

THE 1.L.0. AND THE DEPRESSION. 
(By C. A. Rust.] 
N the late M. Albert Thomas’ 
report, submitted to the recent 
sixteenth session of the Interna- 
tlonal Labour Conference of the 
League of Nations, stress was laid 
on the social consequences arising 
out of the economic depression. 
The Director of the League’s Inter- 
nutional Labour Office, in summing 
up the comprehensive discussion to 
which this report gave rise, con- 
sidered thet thera was not at the 
present time any real crisis in the 
International Labour Organisation 
of the League of Nations; 
evidence of its vitality he _ 
the loyal participation of States in 
the. Conference, -and. -the. ..gencral 
progress made fn tho ratification 
of Coventions and the development 
of social legislation everywhere in 
face of real difficulties. 

A world-wide depression natural- 
ly hampers any effort to improve 
social conditions ag the cost of any 
proposed reforms is a bar to their 
adoption.: The International La- 


bour Organisation in itself has not ly. 


the power to restore normal econo- 
mic conditions. It can.only appeal 
to those who do control affairs not 
to postpone decisions that will 
restore the political and economic 
conditions 1.ecessary to enable the 
Organisation to carry on its work 
of establishing social justico, 

The necessity for ‘assuring 
equitable conditions of labour is 
surely onc of the main factors to 
be considered in financial recon- 
struction. The present state’ of 
world unemployment directly affcct- 
ing at lenst twenty-five million 
workers and the evur-increasing 
fall in industrial activity, which 
must threaten even those workers 
still In employment, undoubtedly 
imperils the peace and harmony of 
the world. The International 
Labour Organisation was formed to 
remove this menace by-eatablishing 
social justice throughout the world. 
Social justice requires an ordered 
economic system which can be ob- 
tained only through International 
effort. The recent Conference, 
therefore, adopted a resolution con- 
sisting of a number of suggestions 
amongst which was o request that 
the League of Nations and -the

Why Crime Flourishes In U.S.A. ” 7 
“English System” Urged - | 


. To arouse this opinion and to 
sec that its power is effectively 
wielded is to-day the accented 
task of every gociety and agéncy 
in the country .solicitous for the 
well-being and preservation of 
the good name of the country, 
Col. Lindbergh himself” is 
expected to take a leading part 
in the campaign of reform now 
taking shape from the Atlan- 
tic to the Pacific.

Pending the completion of evid- 
ence before the States’ inquiries 
relating to kidnapping, there ig 
little definitely known regarding 
the organisation of kidnapping 
gangs.

Whether the Lindbergh 
crime was committeed by profes- 
sionnls or amateurs is still a topic 
of discussion. .

Alarm in Hollywood. 
Nursemaids ‘ were no longér 
found in the pxblic parks with 
their young charges, but were re- 
stricted .to parades in well- 
guarded private thoroughfares.

be disputed whatever the opinion held on the question, and the only 
attitude to be adopted on the inconvenience caused is that of ‘grin 
and bear it.’ But while the residents should co-operate in meeting 
the position in a manner which will assist the local authorities in 
coping with a situation? which, if rain does not come soon in ex- 
tensive quantities, may well become scrious, every effort should be 
made to ventilate public opinion on the matter. Philosophical ac- 
ceptance-of the defects in the water system in the Colony will re- 
sult in a further postponement of the remedy and every resident 
should express his views, and if able, any constructive criticism, 
The question is of vital and personal importance to all members of 
the community and should be regarded as such. It must be con- 
fessed that not a inconsiderable number of. the residents manifest 
a marked apathy towards the whole affair until personal incon- 
venience is caused by the restrictions. Until they evince more in- 
terest—an interest which, if effective enough would lead to action 
—they are always liable to be subject to incommodement, No more 
opportune moment for an expression of public fecling has arisen

and at-a time when the Government is sceking sanction to pro- 
ceed with the Shing Mun scheme any manifestation of interest is of 
value. That the water-problem has never been satisfactorily and 
permanently settled js an unfavourable reflection on past adminis- 
trations, and the issue is now one that affects the whole future of 
the Colony, The-tremendous expansion of the past few years, with 
the attendant increase’ in population, will he retardéd if the water 
supply continues to be inadequate for the present’ population, as 
immigration would have to cease and housing. and building exten- 
sions would be brought practically to a standstill’ , 

‘A few years ago-the water supply was’ adequate and the re- 
cent, and present, crises are brought about through the increased 
population. The Colony has expanded rapidly but the water supply 
js still the same. If the water supply is to be maintained on. 
the same system. the expansion will have to cease. ‘ 

This would be, of course, a most retrogressive step, and the 
much simpler alternative of remedying the water situation is ob- 
viously the only sane and reasonable course of action. The problem 
is difficult, but is not impossible. In all countries similar difficulties, 
either geographic or climatic have existed —- and have been over- 
come. The accomplishments achievements at Panama make Hong 
Kong's trouble seem.puny by.comparison, Thero is plenty of rain- 
fall, and the only fault is that the means of collecting that water 
are not sufficient. The solution lies with the engineers and is en- 
tirely within their scope.’ nat ies . ‘ 
~. ‘The Home authorities now. seem to be treating the matter as 
ordinary routine and appear not ‘to realize the. urgency of local 
Government’s present application. Any misapprehension. should 
be corrected immediately and. effectively, and expression of public 
opinion would achieve this object.’

And Blazing Heat

“Moat of them were half-naked, some clothed only in remnants 
of torn dance frocks, while others were wearing pyjamas,” said the 
chief officer of the 4.8 Andre Lebon describing his first glimpse of 


the survivors of the giant M.M. 


liner “Georges Philippar’ which 


was destroyed by fire in the Red Sea on May 16. 

The “Andre Lebon” was 480 miles from the “Georges Philippar 
at the time of the fire, but immediately set out to pick up the res- 
“cued passengers at Aden. . The Russian tanker “Sovietskain Neft™ 
Was encountered on the way and the 432 survivors were trans- 


ferred in mid-ocenn. 


The Chinese crew of the ill-fated vessel were Janded in Hong 
Kong from the “Andre Lebon” on Wednesday, there being 66 cabin 


boys and three carpenters. Wong Ip, the No. 1 of the Chinese crew, 
stated that'they were among the last to leave the burning vessel, 
after a suspense of four hours’ waiting, while the flames crept 
around the deck where they were confined. 

“It was hard to imagine,” said the chief officer of the Andre 
Lebon, “that the haggard looking women in tattered garments, 
and the unshaven men, had but a short while before been smartly 
and fashionably dressed, and enjoying every Juxury compatible 


with ocean travel,” 


~ Harrowing seences were. wit- 
nessed by the passengers and 
crew of the Andre Lebon, when 
the ship took off 432 survivors 
of the “Georges Philippar,” the 
day after the latter ship was des- 
troyed by tire off Cape Guardafui. 

The Andre Lebon effected 
the transfer of passengers from 
the Russian steamer in mid- 
ocern belween Cape. Guardafui 
and Aden, at 10 a.m. on, the day 
following the disnster, all the 
survivors being brought. across 

vin the Andre Lehon’s  lifehoats, 

The sea was calm at the time ang 
the work was completed without 
incident. 

Many of the survivors were 

_practicnlly naked. Some of the 
men had only a pair of tronsers 
on, some had not even those. 
A number of women were still 
dressed in evening gowns, and 
presented a sorry spectacle as 
they strived to keep the tattered 
remnants together. > Many were 
dressed in pyjamas and scorched 
and singed underclothing, while 
others had made use of odd gar- 
ments collected among the offi- 
cers und crew of the rescue ship. 
Women Faint During Transfer. 

The woraen and children pre- 
sented a pitiful sight, and the 
ordeal through which they had 
passed was shown in their dis- 
tressed manner. 

During the transfer many of 
the women fainted: from general 
strain and the heat of the blazing 
gun. 

The survivors spoke highly of 
the officers and crew of the Rus- 
sian tanker, which was the first 
vessel on the scene after the fire 
broke out on the Georges Philip- 
par, All the cabins on board the 
tanker were given over to the 
women anit children, and all in- 
juries were attended to, none be- 
ing serious, . 

The greatest problem for the 
rescuers to cope with was the 
supply of food and water, since 
their ship only carried sufficient 
for about 60 men for a week. In 
spite of this, the utmost gener- 
osity was shown and the women 
and children were’ given milk 
and chocolate from - the emer- 
gency rations. + 2 
. All the men, survivors: and 
rescuers alike, were forced to 
sleep on tho steel deck of the 
tanker, as the cabins and cover- 
ed space was given. over — to 
women and childrén, and acute 
discomfort was experienced from 
the terrific heat, the sun blazing 
down from a_ cloudless . sky 
throughout the day: before the 
arrival of the Andro Lebon. 

Cheerlng Farewell. ? 

Hundreds: of passongers on 
tho Andre. Lebon watched the 
survivors coming aboard, and 


many came forward with cloth- 
ing and other articles to be put 
nt the disposal of wresked party, 
Unkempt and unshaven men 
made a bee-iine Tor the barbers’ 
shop while the women and chil- 
dren took the first rest they 
had had for more than 30 hours.

Aboard the Andre Lebon a 
graphic description of the disas- 
ter was related by the survivors, 
The first indication of the fire 
eame shortly before 2 a.m. while 
a’ dance was in progress on the 
upper deck. The alarm bells were 
drowned by the music of the or- 
chestra and the laughter of the 
party. When the news of the 
fire became known, an indescrib- 
able panic ensued, : 
In the stampede for the_ 
boats the screams of the 
women mingled with the 
roar of the rapidly spread- 
ing flames, while down below, 
other passengers were trap- 
ped in the companion ways 
before they had time to es- 
cape. Numerous jumped into 
the shark infested sea, when 
they discovered that several 
lifeboats had been destroyed, 
Beat Positions Abandoned. 
All passengers:were told to 
make their wry forward, as it 
had become impossible for them 
to take up their boat drill posi- 
tions, owing to the rapidity with 
which the flames had spread. 
Some, trapped in cabins were 
hauled to the deck from the 
portholes by improvised ropes. . 
The Russian tanker was on the 
scene almost as soon as the out- 
-break occurred ‘and the British 
steamers, Mahsud and Con- 
tractor appeared shortly after- 
wards, the latter two ships land- 
ing their survivors at Aden. 
The Russian ship, however, 
owing to the number of survivors 
on board and the Inck of accom. 
modation at Aden, sect course for 
Djbouti and was met at 10 acm. 
the next morning by the Andre 
Lebon, which * left, Djbouti 
previous evening with the inten- 
tion of going to Aden to re- 
patriate survivors.

From Owners 
Lack Of Liaison 


“Recently I have been: using a 
few small cars, and have learned 
much that has surprised me 
about the’ maintenance work in- 
volved, the dealing with those 
things which every owner-driver 
Is supposed to attend to. T have 
also been gathering the opinions 
of practical men on this ques- 
tion of accessibility, writes the 
motoring correspondent of the 
Ceylon Observer. 

T would not yo as far as the 
foreman at one Jarge garage who 
tersely told me that there was 
no accessibility these days, al- 
though, in support of his opinion, 
he calicd up one of his star men 
to'confirm that it took a quarter 
of an hour to get up the front 
floorboards of n specified small 
car in order to get down to the 
gearbox, That, too, ms he point- 
ed out, in a well-equipped gar- 
age with experienced men. 

T was told of, and I found for 
myself in these: cars I was run- 
ning, faults of design that cause 
the owner-driver tackling main- 
tenance in the restricted space 
of his own garage far more 
trouble than ought to be experi- 
enced. Of another make, at an- 
other garage, I was told that it 
takes 10s. worth (or more) of 
dismantling and reassembling in 
order to give 8s, worth of atten- 


tion. 
Selling Well. 


Every one of the cars mention- 
ed ranks among the popular 
class and- has a reputation for 
economy in running costs, for 
road performance, hill-climbing 
powers, rellability, -and good 
working life, and most of them 
are cheap, : 

For all these rensons all are 
deservedly popular, and there is 
evidence'on the road. that: they 
are, selling in Jarge numbers. 
But their qualities on the road 
are-much higher than in the 
gurage when they are in need of 
such attontion os the owner gives, 
especially in ‘regard to getting 

lown to various points to fill 
with greasc and oll, Ee 
In _that respect - accessibility 
has not only failed to keep pace 
with ‘improvements in: enginea, 


suspension, and the like but has 


gone backwards.’ That point was 
emphasised in one of the talks 1 
had with the gurage staffs by re- 
ference to a car not made now 
for some years. 

In the case of this model it 
was the work of but « minute or 
two to take out the front seats 
and lift up the floorboards, and 
the owner could then straddlo 
the propeller shaft, or sit on it, 
and, with plenty of leg-room 
hend-room, and clbow-room, get 
down to his gear-box, the brake 
shaft, and all that is assembled 
at the rear of the engine. 

Bolts-and Screws, 

By way of contrast, one of thu 
cars J] was shown had its floor- 
boards - screwed down, partly 
with engine-turned screws of an 
engineering standard pitch of 
thread partly with wood screws. 
The stee! stamping which rim 
med the:-top of the gearbox Wag 
fastened down with both kinds 
of screws, and the channel part 
over the propeller shaft was 
bolted through the wood of tha 
floorboards. 

All these screws had to bo 
undone and the bolts unfastened 
before the owner-driver could 
get down to fill his gearbox. He 
had an alternative: to crawl 
under the car and try to fill at 
Gn orifice almost as high as the 
underside of the floorboards and 


certainly higher than the level} 


of his head. 

~ Happily, by the time all the 
work is ayer and the car is on 
the road again the: owners’ an- 
noyance is soothed by the excel- 
lent ‘performance he is getting. 
But the fact remains that it ig 
an annoyance, a constantly re- 
curing’ one, for cars muat: hava

The 
owner-driver is, and always was 
in ‘the bulk, the man with the 
spare purse, and has to think in 


ehillings. ‘ 
Thinks Twice, 

If to-day his purse tends to be 
lean he thinks twice before hand- 
ing over his car to a garage for 
attention he himself ought to be 
able to give. If he weighs up 
the little é¢xira cost of positive 
accessibility, supposing that he 
could get it, and the convenicnca 
of such a factor’ to himself, 
against those visits to the gar- 
age, he will be prepared to buy 
economy in tho first, instance. 

Makers have admitted again 
and again that they derive many 
useful hints from. private own- 
ers, but in the main they have 
accepted only those relating to 
road performance. It would bo 
far-sighted of. them to collect 
opinions on this matter of acces- 
sibility and see what can be done. 
After all, they make for .the 
future as well os the present, 
and a present owner irritated by 
Jack of accessibility is likely to 
try another’ make of car when 
next he changes. It is tha 
maker’s job, mgre than that of 
the distributor, to keep an owner.

THE CHOP STROKE. 

The chop stroke, or cut, aa it 
is pometimes called, Is made by 
passing the face of the racquet 
across the hall from left to right 
an well as forward, without. the 
follow through ef the drive. 

The racquet is stopped jerkily 
directly after Its impact with the 
ball, spin belng imparted by the 
movement across it. The spin Is 
excessive or slight, according to 
the intensity. of. that movement. 
Actually the striker maken the 
ball bite the strings, whereas the 
drive connects with the full face 
of tho racquet, 

The chop is used by many hard- 
court pluyers, In fact, it may bo 
nid to be a product of the hard- 
courts, It is favoured there be- 
cause the spin onables one to keep 
a light ball in sourt. Without 
the spin control is dificult; the 
ordinary drive js apt to go tou © 
far, :

“In Americn we have a wholesome 
regard for Edgar Wallace, and I am 
certain that if he ‘had returned to 
England after his tragic visit to 
Hollywood he would haye done much 
to fmprove British . productions by 
introducing more action and less 
dialogue,” ; 

Mr. Scott is no representative of 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, and has been 
tn the Colony in connection with a 
new film dealing with Hong Kong. 

Edgar Wallace, 

Speaking of the famous author's 
visit to Hollywood, Mr. Scott said 
that Edgar Wallace showed a deep 
interest in the American methods 
of production, and in addition to 
writing » scenarios, was making a 
close study of American films, 

“Americans have a great respect 
for Edgar Wallace. He was one of 
the most versatile men living, and 
his success in the film world was a 
foregone conclusion in Hollywood. 
All his spare time, that is, when he 
was not writing books or articles, he 
spent on the “sets,” and although 
his fume was achieved in the former 


sphere, films were swiftly’ becoming 
one of his major interests.” 

“Most of the film writers ‘up-
